THE GERMAN CRISIS 


Reported Resignation of Chancellor Von 
Caprivi Denied. 


ONLY THE MINISTER OF ECCLESIASTICAL 
AFFAIRS AFFECTED. 


The Primary Education Bill Caused the 
Split in the Ministry—Religious De- 
nominations Excepted From Its Pro- 
visions—Dr. Miquelin Favor—The Em- 
peror Sick—Press Comments, 


BERLIN, March 19.—It now seems certain 
that Chancellor Von Caprivi has not resigned. 
The crisis affects only Qount Zedlitz von 
Trutzschier. This view of the situation is 
confirmed by high officiags. No decision re- 
garding the acceptance or refusal of the 
Count’s resignation is expected before the 
end of next week, when the Emperor returns 
to Berlin. The question was not even dis- 
cussed at yesterday’s meeting of the Prussian 
Cabinet. The reports that have been circu- 
lated asto what occurred at that meeting 
are almost wholly fabrications. 

It isaiso stated that Chancellor Caprivi 
resigned because hefelt bound to sustain 
Minister Zedlitzand not from any personal 
Gevotion of his own tothe educational bill, 
and that, ifthe Kaiser commands Caprivi to 
remain as Chancelior, the command will be 
willingly obeyed. It is believed that Count 
Zedlitz will persist im resigning under any 
circumstances. Itis believed that the Nord 
Deutsche Zeitung refiects the views of. the 
Kaiserin the declaration that the govern- 
ment will refuse the suggestion of the Ultra- 
montanes to postponé the crisis by adjourn- 
ing the Diet. 

The primary education bill. the cause of 
this split in the ministry, has caused wide- 
spread and bitter opposition, not only among 
the membersof the Prussian diet—it is en- 
tirely a Prussian measure—but among many 
religious sects.

ONLY TEN MEN THOUGHT TO HAVE 
COMPOSED THE MOB. 


First News of the Lynching Brought in 
by Telephone—A Faithless Wits and 
Her Paramour Suspected of Murdering 
the Woman’s Husband—Searching for 
Tascott—Criminal News. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 19.—The Criminal 
Court Grand Jury, in obedience to Judge 
Dubose’s charge, are investigating the 
recent lynching of jall prisoners. The mem- 
bers of the Appeal-Avalanche staff’ on 
Guty on the night of the lynching 
appeared by summons before the 
Grand Jury and were questioned as 
to how the news came to them on the night 
of the lynching, the Appeal- Avalanche bein 
the only paper to publish the news that. morn 
ing. Nothing was discovered except thata 
mysterious telephone message came to the 
office stating that the jail had been entered 
and the prisoners lynched. The sender of the 
telephone message is unknown, but is sup 
posed to have been one of the party of 
lynchers. It seems to be a fact that 
lynchers did not number more than 
persons, the friends of the wounded Deputy 
Sheriffs, and that the people of the 
city Knew nothing of it, nor did they antici- 
pate or desire any such result. It is not 
thought that any discoveries will be made by 
the Grand-jary or that any indictments will 
be returned against the guilty parties. 

The Grand-jury is making a very inguisi- 
tive and searching examination of witnesses 
and are most anxious to get a clue tothe 


identity of the perpetrators of the outrage 
on law and the name of the city. 


A SPOKANE MYSTERY. 
A FAITHLESS WIFE AND HER LOVER SUSPECTED

New York, March 19.—From a Rio Janeiro 
Correspondence of Feb. 21 the following is 
obtained: 

Gen. Clarindo De Querroz, Governor of 
Ceara, has at last been deposed. Some days 
ago the general government, in conformity 
with the suggestion of the Commander of the 
Second Military District, and with that of the 
Directors of the Ceara Military School, gave 
orders for removing the One Hundred and 
Tenth Battalion of Infantry from the 
capital to Maranguape, which is about 
eighteen miles distant. As soon 
as the battalion left the city, 
the Governor’s enemies resolved to 
attack him. The cadets of the military 
school formed the principal nucleus of the 
insurgent forces. They were aided by armed 
civilians, and it seems that the artillery be- 
longing tothe garrison and the marines of 
the gunboat Bracaunot also took part against
